is a service which seeks to find 
help for families where the mother, 
because of hospitalization or other 
reasons has to be away from her 
home and family. Because of this, 
she needs someone to come into 
her home for a short period of 
time, to take care of the children, 
provide some meals, and do the 
house work. 

We have a short list of people 
who are available for this home¬ 
maker work, but we would like to 
enlarge our list. If you are interest¬ 
ed in this kind of work, or know 
of anyone else who might be in¬ 
terested, we would appreciate hear¬ 
ing from you at the Preventive 
Social Service office, telephone 
562-2331. 

Generally, this work is done by 
the homemaker for a wage and it 
is left to the family and the per¬ 
son who is doing the work to agree 
on a rate of pay. However, where 
the family is in a poor financial 
position, and needs the service but 
can’t afford to pay, there are other 
possible arrangements to prevent 
the need being unanswered. 

Another service that Preventive 
Social Service offers to the Pass 
and related somewhat to the one 
outlined above, is the Friendly Vis¬ 
itors Service. This is a service bas¬ 
ically for senior citizens who live 
by themselves. This service pro¬ 
vides such people with a visitor 
who will regularly check up on 
them and see that their needs are 
being looked after. 

Generally speaking, however, 
most senior citizens in the Pass 
have relatives, friends, or neigh¬ 
bors who call on them and help 
them out when they need it. How¬ 
ever, there are a few who seem 
to have no one who will come in 
and pass some time with them and 
discuss their problems and gener¬ 
ally take an interest in them. 

Because of the particular needs 
of some Pass senior citizens last 
summer,. Preventive Social Service 
set up the Friendly Visitor Ser¬ 
vice. ThM service is still available.

Anyway, among the many en¬ 
chanting signs of spring (pussy 
willows, lambs, etc.) is the first 
croaking of frogs from the swamp 
lands in the country.

Will the British Government’s publication of formerly top-secret war¬ 
time documents prod Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau’s memory? 

On May 1,1969, Mr. Trudeau announced to the Commons that all Gov¬ 
ernment records more than 30 years old would be transferred to the Public 
Archives and made available to the rest of us, with the eieeption of records 
that “might adversely affect Canada’s external relations, violate the right of 
privacy of individuals, or adversely affect the national security.” 

Access to these papers, he said, would be provided as promptly as pos¬ 
sible, beginning on July 1,1969. And he added: "Of particular interest in fut¬ 
ure years, beginning in 1970, will be the release of annual portions of records 
of the Cabinet War Committee for the period 1940 to 1945. In 1974, records 
of the deliberations of the Cabinet will begin to be made available, the first 
formal recording of its proceedings having begun in early 1944. 

And what has been done since to implement this bold and commendable 
policy? The Privy Council promises that important material will soon he on 
its way to the archives, but, to date no Cabinet or Cabinet War Committee 
documents whatsoever relating to the Second World War or since have been 
transferred. 

Some Government departments, but not all, have transferred a reason¬ 
able number of documents, including records less than 30 years old. Especially 
slow — delinquent, if you like — in carrying out the vaunted disclosure policy 
have been the Departments of External Affairs and National Defence, as well 
as the RCMP — agencies without whose documentation no intelligent assess¬ 
ment or understanding of the war years can be' made. 

It is understandable that the Establishment, even in government, should 
wish to protect its own. Even the Leader must at time presumably face the 
fact of his humanity and therefore fallibility; and disclosure once begun must 
inexorably continue. But after 30 years, little personal injury should result. 
Long before that time, he will have realized the truth of Addison’s observa¬ 
tion that “there is not a more unhappy being than the superannuated hero.” 

Publication of the British Government papers certainly demonstrated 
that our wartime heroes were guilty of acts and attitudes that were consider¬ 
ably less than heroic; that sophistry, mistrust, racism, rationalization and 
downright deceit were no strangers to Allied deliberations. 

The U.K. War Cabinet minutes report President Franklin Roosevelt’s 
determination to justify opening war against Nazi Germany by forcing an in¬ 
cident, even at the cost of American lives; the Cabinet’s decision to “educate” 
the British Army, its women’s auxiliary and the British Public in general to 
conform to U.S. attitudes to black troops that “it was desirable that the people 
of this country should avoid becoming too friendly with colored American 
Troops.” 

These and other attitudes and incidents do not make for comfortable 
or pretty reading. But the British Government is to be congratulated upon its 
decision to publish all but the most delicate documents. It is a cathartic, sani¬ 
tary step that can only rebound to the continuing health of any democracy. 

Had the Trudeau Government followed through properly on its announ¬ 
ced policy, many intriguing and controversial events of the early war years 
would be better understood by Canadians at large. To mention a few: 

The dispatch of untrained troops to Hong Kong and its tragic results. 
A number of documents placed before the Duff Royal Commission hare never 
been made public; 

The internment of James Franceschini and the takeover of the Dufferin 
Shipbuilding Co.; 

The Government's refusal to build tanks iq Canada until pressured into 
it by newspaper outcry. 

These are all matters in which the public has great interest. Giving us 
the facts cannot at this stage affect national security. 

What about it, Mr. Trudeau? 

And while we are at it, Britain’s example might he followed, too, by 
Ontario — and probably other provinces — where no coherent policy of re¬ 
cord-keeping, let alone disclosure, appears to be in force. Informality in gov¬ 
ernment may have its place, but a too casual approach to the keeping of cab¬ 
inet minutes or to the need for documentation in general represents a cavalier 
attitude toward the public, who are entitled to know what their representa¬ 
tives are doing or at least what they have done.
